pose or two thousand more. This 
simple statement mean* that tho great 
experiment undertaken by Canada In 
1907 has proved a success beyond tho 
highest expectation of Its advocate*; 
It mean* that the nlcho prepared by 
historians for the buffalo alongside the 
dodo oud other extinct species will uot 
be required; It moans that ono of the 
largest and most magnificent mammals 
on (lie earth has boon given a new 
lease of life; and, on tho practical 
aide, it means that this animal, which 
played such a largo part in the day* 
of the opening up of our mlddlo west, 
bus been brought back to assist Can¬ 
adians In solving problems connected 
with the development fo tho far 
North. 

The •'return" of the buffalo means 
very much to citizens in all parts of 
Canada, as those whose recollection 
or reading goes back to tho eighties of 
last century w 111 at once realize. Forty 
years ago tli$ family buffalo robes 
were aa much an Institution In well 
regulated Canadian households as the 
heating stoves. These robes were in 
constant use. One constituted a thick, 
warm rug for the small children to 
play on before tho fire, another was 
always used as a la probe when the 
family went driving In winter, while 
the lest ono made a fine splash of 
dark and regal color when displayed as 
11 drape over tho back of tho sleigh. 
Aud, then, even In tho coldest weath¬ 
er and most distant spare bedroom, 
no unexpected guest could bo cold if 
a robe wen* used as a coverlet. For 
those who had to do much driving a 
' buffalo" overcoat was a necessity. 

This was tho normal course or 
affairs until tlie middle eighties when 
the Cruadian householder awoke to 
the fact that there were no more 
buffalo robe.*. They did not grow 
dearer by slow' degrees. They simply 
disappeared iroui Uio market nnd 
could uot be had at any price. Buffalo 
robes remained out of Canadian lire 
1 ntil two years ago when a compara¬ 
tively few specimens were available, 
bccauso of the killing of the surplus 
animals lu tho Iluffalo park In the 
autumn or 1921.

Inter-Provinclal Wheat Pool Would 
Take Over All Elev«rtor* They 
Control In Three Provinces 

A decision that the negotiations for 
the purchase of tho United Grain 
Growers* elevators in the prairie pro¬ 
vinces should be conducted by the 
board of the Joint wheat pool* rather 
than by tho separate wheat pool in 
each of tho several provinces, was 
made at tho Inter prov lnclal meeting 
of the wheat pool boards In Winnipeg, 
It was announced by A. J. Medial], 
president of the Inter provincial pool. 

Tho decision arrived at In Winnipeg 
places the matter In tho position that 
tho provincial wheat pool board* 
jointly are prepared to enter Into 
negotiations with the U.G U. for tho 
purchase of all tho elevators they 
control In tho three prairie provinces.

Zuyder Zee Drainage Scheme Largest 
Ever Attempted 

Tho world's biggest drainage 
scheme the Zu} der Zee drainage - 
which will eventually add a new, val¬ 
uable province to the Netherlands, Is 
commencing with the formation of a 
company for carrying out the scheme, 
with a capital of G,000,00 rt guilders 
($2,100,000). Tho Dutch government 
has concluded an agreement with tho 
company for the construction and up¬ 
keep until completion of an enormous 
dyke eighteen miles in length, which 
will seperate the North Soa from the 
Zuyder Zee.

Cancelling Motor License a Sure Way 
to Deal With Drunken Drivers 

During the first eight days of Nov¬ 
ember, 1,203 automobile licenses were 
revoked and the tights of as many 
drivers to operate motor cars can¬ 
celled hi the state of New York. In 
main cases the cause was driving a 
car while Intoxicated. This method of 
curbing recklessness and reducing the 
dangers from auto traffic is not a thing 
of very recent application across the 
border. It has the sanction of exper¬ 
ience. Fines and imprisonments were 
found to work satisfactorily when iin- 
posed* for minor breaches of the law 
relating to safety; but they were 
wholly Inadequate in cases of intoxl 
cation and excessive speed. It was 
dL covered that the only way to deal 
effectively with tho driver who ap¬ 
peared on a public highway In a state 
of inebriation, or who deliberately dis- ' 
regarded the elementary rules of safe¬ 
ty. was to take away his right to drive 
at all. And that plan has worked well, 
so well, indeed .that It is high lime it 1 
were Incorporated into our provincial 
laws relating to the regulation of mo¬ 
tor car traffic. When such a law has 
hern passed, and autoists have at the 
Fame time formed a league to Inform 
on breakers of the law in all Its enact¬ 
ments, wo shall have taken a long and 
promising step toward the protection 
of life, limb and property on our pub¬ 
lic highways. It must come to that.

Plots of Howard whont will ho 
planted at the twenty-seven govern 
mental experimental farms through¬ 
out Canada next spring to test, its ex 
nothms to practical growing conditions 
In various soils and climates. 

Millions of dollars in revenue have 
been put into the pockets of farmers 
of Canada and the United States.

Llfe of St#el Buildings Almost 
Unlimited days Engineer 

The life of tho modern skyscraper 
and. most other steel structures Is al¬ 
most unlimited. Frank W. Skinner, 
consulting engineer, who for many 
years was editor of Engineering 
Record and Contracting, assertod In a 
statement here. 

He said thnt such buildings would 
certainly last for generations and pro¬ 
bably for centurlos. In his statement 
he repeated tho mala feature* of nn 
address ho delivered recently bofor© 
the American Instltuto of Stool Con¬ 
struction nt White Sulphur Springs, 
W.Va., which ho sold hnd been erron¬ 
eously roported. In news reports of 
tho stool meeting, ho wns quoted as 
having said that skyscrapers outlive 
their usefulness in 27 years, although 
their life span was many times that 
period. , 

Mr. Skinner said that la his address 
ho did say that the life of a stool struc¬ 
ture was often many times as long 
us "tho period of its obsolescence," but 
that ho had set tho number of years 
as tho tiino In which the average 
building becomes obsolete. 


Results Are Given of Invtsfigatlonal 
Winter Work 

A good deal of Investigational work 
with poultry has been carried on un¬ 
der Superintendent Langeiter nt tho 
Cap Itougo, Quo., Dominion Expert 
mental Station. Some points g.ithered 
from his annual report for last year 
are as follows: 

A comparison of houses of the same 
ahnpo but of different widths has 
shown that tho rung© of temperature 
Increases as the width decreases, so 
that tho temperature is more equable 
In u house 1C feet wide than It la In 
ono 12 foot w Ido. 

Early pullets produce winter eggs 
at n less cor.t than late hatched pul 
lets, yearling hens or old liens. \\ hen 
pullets that had led in egg production 
were kept over as yearlings they were 
beaten by pullets. 

In a test of egg preservatives water- 
glass and lime water alone showed 
decided merit, tho latter In particu¬ 
lar. 

The beneficial effect of roots on the 
digestion tract rauot not bo lost sight 
of. but they can be replaced by dry 
clover leaves fed in shallow boxes or 
troughs, when the ration Is such that 
the Hock retains Its health and Is not 
constipated. 

Caro should he taken that not more 
than a third of the scratch feed Is oats, 
as they are liable to contain too large 
a proportion of fibrous material. 

Two methods were used in two win¬ 
ters to prevent frozen combs—cotton 
fronts dropped before roosts and, 
combs and wattles painted with collo¬ 
dion. While results proved that; 
those methods were twice ns effective' 
as no protection, it Is premature to 
draw final conclusions. 

In a dearth of water, snow can be 
used as drink lor the fowls, although 
water is preferable.

"Studies of the terrestlal globe, the 
sun, inoon, and neighboring planets, 
the far flung stars and nobulae reveal 
a community of material and a com¬ 
mon rosponso to ltw." the astronomer 
said. 

"The chemical elements which are 
the constituents of tho most familiar 
things of our dally life are common 
to tho entire universe, whether the 
body U tho doncest star or the most 
attenuated nebula. 

in tho elements are found orderly 
systems of tlmplo structure and of tho 
utmost complexity, in their corablna 
Hons tho structure becomes even more 
Intricate. Similarly, In tho cosmos the 
bodies aro not strewn at random but 
are assembled In systems. Tho doublo 
and multiple stars, tho planetary and 
satellite system# are tho simpler 
forms; tho star clusters, the galaxy, 
and tho spiral nobulao aro tho most 
extensive. 

"Through all tho universe extends 
tho law of gravitation, and not thi# 
law* alono hut tho other laws of the 
physical world as wo know them in 
our terrestrial laboratories and ex¬ 
perience, the laws of mechanics, as 
well as those of evolution and proba¬ 
bility. 

"Whether dealing with atom or 
galaxy, architecture of tho most In¬ 
spiring beauty is revealed."
